School 'outstanding' on 
every level, says Ofsted

OUTSTANDING on every level. That’s 
the verdict on Windrush Primary 
School from Government inspectors. 


CLASS ACT: Windrush five-year-olds 
Jaden Kirby, Sophie Le, A'marn Biggs 
and Daisy Simmons 


They gave top marks for the quality 
of teaching, pupils’ achievements, 
behaviour and their safety, and for the 
way the school is managed and led. 

The school’s 350 pupils are split 
over two sites, one in Bentham Road, 
Thamesmead, and the other four miles 
away in Woolwich Road, Charlton, which 
opened in September last year. 

The four inspectors from Ofsted spent 
two days at the school in July talking 
to pupils, staff, parents and carers and 
looking at the work produced. 

Lead inspector Brian Netto and his team 
said: “Standards in reading, writing and 
mathematics are well above those of most 
schools nationally. 

“All pupils make exceptional progress, 
many from starting points which are low. 
Nearly all teaching was good, with much 
that is outstanding. 

“Parents and carers at both sites are 
unanimous in their praise of the school. 

“It is a harmonious and happy 
community. Pupils raise money for those 
less fortunate than themselves, and show 
consideration for each other. 


“Pupils’ behaviour is exemplary. They 
have very positive attitudes towards 
their learning, and enjoy very strong 
relationships with all the adults. They 
feel happy and safe. 

“Governors are well informed about 
the school. 

“They have been instrumental in 
supporting the expansion of the school. 

“They ask challenging questions to 
senior leaders and hold them to account.” 

They added: “The school’s expansion 
on to the Charlton site has presented 
leaders and managers with several 
challenges. 

“Each community has different needs, 
so the school is adapting what it offers 
and support staff to meet the varying 
needs. 

“The school provides a daily breakfast 
and after-school club. These are very 
much appreciated by parents and 
carers. All parents and carers were 
unreservedly positive about the school.” 

Executive headteacher Jo Marchant 
told GT: “I am absolutely delighted for 
the whole school community to receive

take the details of someone who has parked 
or stopped dangerously while dropping off 
children and try to speak to them about 
how it affects the safety of other children 
crossing the road to school. 

The schools say most adults do not 
realise that their vehicle blocks the view 
of shorter children who need to walk into 
the road before they can see if it is clear. 

Most adults are embarrassed having this 
pointed out to them by a child. 

Fareedah Lawal, aged 10, from Year 5 at 
Cherry Orchard, said: “We are trying to 
stop parents from parking on the yellow 
lines outside of school because we are 
worried that we might get hurt. 

“We have already had a few traffic 
accidents involving children from Cherry 
Orchard. “We think this campaign is extra 
special as we are stretching it across the 
borough from us to Linton Mead.” 

The idea between the schools came from 
executive headteacher Jan Beames. She 
said: “This is a brilliant project. 

“The junior road safety officers 
have led assemblies in both schools, 
and given presentations to the children 


about road safety. 

“They also taught a song about road 
safety to all age groups at both schools, 
wearing hi-viz jackets, and have spoken to 
parents, sent flyers to children’s home, and 
have written to the council about wanting 
to have more zig-zag lines. 

“Virtually all the drivers respected what 
the children were saying to them and 
why they were doing it. It really raised 
awareness, and was a real example of the 
two schools working together.” 

Linton Mead’s Gill Smercan, one of two 
teachers who oversaw the project, said: “As 
well as this campaign helping to educate 
the adults who stop on the zig-zags outside 
our school, it also helps to further educate 
the children and fits well with other road 
safety work.” 

The joint projectwith Cherry Orchard 
had helped children understand that road 
safety was important to all, regardless of 
where you live, she added.” 

Charlton Triangle Homes housing 
association funded two large banners that 
hang outside each school, plus baseball 
caps, notebooks and pens, carrying banner 
pictures.

THE borough has taken double silver in 
this year’s prestigious London in Bloom 
competition. 

The annual contest is the highlight 
of a campaign organised by the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) where 
boroughs, communities, residents and 
firms work together to improve the 
environment to make a greener, cleaner 
place to live, work and visit.

Open to amateur gardeners, the 
awards underline the royal borough’s 
continuing commitment to improving the 
environment for local people. 

The categories are being judged by an 
independent panel. They include a front

Mental health seminar for bosses

BUSINESSES of all sizes are being 
invited to go along to an event in 
Woolwich to hear how to manage 
mental health among their employees. 

A free seminar is being held in The 
Gallery in the Woolwich Centre next 
Tuesday (October 8), starting at 9.15am. 

It will provide the opportunity to meet 
other employers and hear from them 
about how they support and manage 
employees with mental health problems. 

They can also learn about best practice 
for managing mental health at work and 
create a work environment to maximise 
employees’ wellbeing. 

Details will also be provided about local 
support agencies, and there will be an 
opportunity to go along to a free afternoon 
mental health training session. 

The event takes place just two days 
before World Mental Health Day on 
Thursday, October 10. 

Royal Greenwich is leading the way in 
London in supporting local employers to 
achieve the London Healthy Workplace 
Charter - a framework to support 
employers to develop good practice by 
promoting health in their organisation in 
a practical way. 

It will also be the launch event for 
the Greenwich Healthy Businesses 
Network. 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member responsible for health, 
who is opening the event, said: “At 
any one time one worker in six will be 
experiencing mental distress, depression 
or problems relating to stress. 


“If you are an employer in Greenwich 
wanting to get the most from your staff 
then this event is for you.”

Charlton Athletic’s home match against 
Blackpool on Saturday will feature a 
mental health awareness session. 

The club’s Community Trust is working 
with more than 600 young people and 
adults to take action to help end the 
stigma and discrimination against with 
mental health problems. 

At half-time, the trust will pledge its 
support to Time to Change, the project 
being run by the Mind and Rethink 
Mental Illness charities to promote a 
better understanding of mental health 
problems. 

The FA and the Premier League have 
already signed up to the pledge. 

Fans on Saturday will be also be able to 
look at the Time to Change cinema tent, 
which will have information on mental 
health support services. 

Libraries across the borough will be 
promoting “Feel Good Greenwich” for 
World Mental Health Day. 

This provides information about a wide 
range of activities in your local area that 
can help boost your mood and make you 
feel good, including learning new ways to 
unwind and relax, keeping active, giving 
time to a local charity, talking about 
worries, meeting new people and helping 
out in a community garden.

Campaign is hailed a success 


PEOPLE who want to stop smoking can 
take inspiration from a woman who 
benefited enormously from the support 
she received a year ago from the borough’s 
contribution to a national campaign. 

Julie Manchester, from Charlton, was 
determined to give up smoking last 
year and did so thanks to the Greenwich 
Stop Smoking group and Stoptober, the 
national campaign that encourages people 
to try to stop for 28 days from October 1. 

“I hated the brown tinge on my upper lip 
more than anything and since I’ve stopped 
smoking, this has gone,” she said. 

“On New Year’s Eve last year I was with 
a group of people who all smoked and I 
still did not touch a cigarette - even when I 
was the only one sitting at the table while 
everyone else was outside smoking.” 

Now, it is not just Julie who has noticed the 
difference in herself. 

“People always say to me how much better 
I look. It was much better for me to quit in a 
group with the support of everyone than on 
my own,” she said, adding: “Stoptober was 
everywhere so it was a constant reminder 
that I could do it.” 

Research shows that anyone giving up 
smoking for four weeks is five times more 
likely to quit for good. 




The campaign offers people the chance 
to quit together - and the message will be 
reinforced today (Tuesday) at Charlton 
Athletic FC’s match against Nottingham 
Forest. 

The big red STOP wheel will be on the 
pitch at half-time for football fans to see. 

This will be courtesy of Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust, the borough’s 
partner in Stoptober and is running a 
series of roadshows around the borough. 

Running until November 16 and already 
popular, they give residents the chance to 
have free one-to-one sessions with trained 
advisers as well as lung age tests and 
carbon monoxide tests. 

The roadshows, which have been visited 
by more than 3,000 people since they 
began in mid-September are as follows:

10am-5pm; Sainsbury’s in Charlton: 
Wednesdays 10am-6pm; Lidl in Abbey

YOUNG people are to teach 
older generations about modern 
technology as part of Silver Sunday 
celebrations this weekend. 

Billed as inter-generational learning, 
children from Thamesmead Youth 
Voice will act as tutors for their older 
neighbours in skills such as keeping in 
touch with relatives and friends using 
Skype, a computer-based video-calling 
program. 

They will also be taking part in a positive 
words of encouragement programme at 
a residential care home, as the borough 
puts on several events for Silver Sunday, 
a national day to celebrate people over 60. 

Other events include a dance ‘flashmob’ 
where older people will have the chance 
to disco the afternoon away. 

Silver Sunday is a national event 
planned for the first Sunday after 
October 1, which is UK Older People’s 
Day and the UN International Day of 
Older Persons. 

It is designed to celebrate the 
achievements and contribution older 
people make to society, trying to dispel 
stereotypes about older people. 

One resident who is looking forward 
to Silver Sunday is Maureen Johnson, 
exemplifies the contribution that old 
people make to society. 

The Maze Hill resident estimates that 
she helps about 30-40 people a week, 
through Blind Independence Greenwich. 

“It might be just a phone call to chat to 
them,” she said. 

“I do a lot of one on one with people, 
if they need help with their benefits 
or pensions or they just need to have 
someone with them to go the doctors. 

“As long as I can be useful or helpful to 
people, that’s my goal in life - all I want out 
of it is a smile. 

“We’ve started to go round hospitals, 
doctors surgeries and supermarkets to 
help people understand what it is like to 
be partially sighted or blind. 

“It’s just little things people don’t seem 
to realise. We just want blind people to be 
treated the same way as everyone else.” 


She also raises funds for the Children’s 
Hospice in Eltham, and says that she is 
determined to help others to show that 
older people can help others, despite any 
impediments of their own. “It’s just to 
show that as old people we won’t give in,” 
she added. 

A programme of free events is taking 
place in the borough throughout Sunday 
in libraries, community centres and other 
venues, while pubs and restaurants will be 
offering special deals. 

One of the events will be a chance for older 
people to contribute to a reminiscence 
poem, with a poet aiming to create an 
original poem from the reminiscences of 
people taking part at the various events. 

There is also a chance to ‘post a memory’, 
for example about where people grew up, 


worked, lived or passed through or how 
they met their partner. Memories can be 
sent to: Age UK Bromley & Greenwich, 
FREEPOST SEA 11823, Bromley, BR1 1BR. 

The council’s programme is being 
coordinated by a range of partners 
including Age UK Bromley & Greenwich, 
Greenwich Action for Voluntary Services, 
Greenwich Carers Centre, Greenwich 
Community College, Greenwich Dance, 
Greenwich Leisure Limited, Trust 
Thamesmead and the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich.

Acting catches 
eye in the grass 

WE all have our dark sides and Alan 
Ayckbourn’s no different, his Snakes in 
the Grass especially black. A little known 
piece, it sits snug in a trilogy, which he 
ghoulishly labelled, “Thingsthatgobump”. 

The setting, at the Bob Hope Theatre, 
Eltham, intrigues from the opening 
curtain; an old disused well in a 
ramshackle garden, a tumbledown house 
and a chicken wire fence; more sinister 
still are the rocking chair and tennis court, 
malevolent relics of a calamitous past. 

It’s beautifully crafted (Peter Basley) 
and with the lighting as good, a powerful 
atmosphere soon builds. Ayckbourn 
was clear what he wanted to do;” a 
thriller that starts in the sunlight” ... 
and ends “as the darkness arrives.” 

Two middle-aged sisters are reunited at 
last. Annabel Chester, (Ann Ashenden) 
abrasive and loud, and her junior, Miriam 
(Rachel de Silva), downtrodden and sour. 

The reason is simple their father is dead, 
and his nurse (Fiona McGhaeren) says it 
wasn’t by chance. As the story unwinds, 
all is not what it seems and there are 
twists, there are turns and surprises. 

But if the doyen of the social comedy 
goes missing in action, his compassion 
for womankind returns; from the suicide 
prone Eva in Absurd Person Singular to 
the sanity-sacrificing Susan in Woman 
in Mind, his empathy for victims knows 
no bounds. But Ayckbourn’s great talent 
is he knows when to stop and the tension 
is cut by his humour. The audience 
relaxes and then laughs with relief, but 
the message has clearly been made. 

The production is good and the direction 
(Lesley Robins) first rate, but it’s the 
acting that catches the eye. Ashenden 
is compelling after a diffident start 
and she soon eases into her role. From 
haughty elder sibling to emotional wreck, 
her sensitive transition is seamless. 
McGharen is competent in a limited role 
but de Silva is the pick of the bunch. 

Now touching - “I’ve neither loved 
nor been loved” - now demented in the 
tennis court scene, now funny in the 
scene with the well. It’s a challenging 
role, but she is compelling to watch 
and she is certainly a talent to watch. 

There’s no end to the talent in our 
local community and this must be one 
of the best. The theatre is comfortable 
and the welcome is warm and we all 
should come and try to support it.

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Stamp of approval 
for the Cutty Sark

THE image of the Cutty Sark has 
been immortalised on a first class 
stamp to commemorate 200 years of 
British naval history. 

A group of World War Two heroes 
gathered at the Greenwich landmark 
to hoist 7ft flag versions of the stamps, 
which celebrate several historic vessels, 
at the official launch. 

The 1870 ship is one of six chosen for 
the set, which is available at Post Offices 
or the Royal Mail website. 

The other ships in the tribute to the 
Merchant Navy are the East Indiaman 
Atlas (1813), The Clan Matheson (1919), 
The Lord Hinton (1986), Britannia (1840) 
and the Queen Elizabeth (1940) which 
carried mail overseas. 

Four stamps on an additional mini 
sheet feature black and white scenes 
from World War Two Atlantic and Arctic 
Convoys. 

The stamps have been made into 7ft 
flags and flown from Cutty Sark. 

World War Two Atlantic and Arctic 
Convoy heroes joined veterans and 


descendants of British Merchant 
Navy ships to commemorate the huge 
contribution made by the crewmen to the 
safety and prosperity of the country. 

The collection salutes the heritage of 
Britain’s trading 
fleet of ships, 
which exported 
and imported 
goods from around 
the world, as well 
as transported 
passengers - and 
continues to do so 
to this day. 

The Britannia 
and Queen 

Elizabeth were 
named ‘Royal Mail 
Ships’ because 
they had the 
contracts to carry 
mail overseas. 

The Cutty Sark is one of three first 
class stamps in the set, with the RMS 
Britannia and the East Indiaman Atlas. 

The collection is accompanied by 
a miniature sheet of four additional 
stamps, which honour the contribution 


of service personnel who sailed in the 
Atlantic and Arctic Convoys during the 
Second World War. 

To celebrate the launch, Royal Mail 
appealed for Merchant Navy veterans 
and their 

descendants 
to share their 
stories of life at 
sea. Hundreds 
of mariners 
have been 

remembered 
through calls, 
emails and 
letters. 

Frederick 
Honisett, 85, 
who was among 
those aboard the 
Cutty Sark to 
launch the new 
stamps, said: “As a boy I collected stamps. 
And many children and their parents 
will do so today. If these new stamps help 
more people to learn about the Merchant 
Navy, then this is a wonderful thing. For 
me, it was the greatest adventure, but so 
many paid the ultimate price.”
